HOW IT WAS DONE, 


The Seigniorage Bill Was Rushed 
Along Alunost to the Goal. 


Washington, March 7.—Mr. Gibson, demo- 
crat, of Maryland, reported from the com- 
mittee on naval affairs a bill appropriating 
$45,000 for the purpose of reciaiming the 
United States ship of war Kearsarge and 
her equipment, provided that not more 
than $10,000 shall be expended if the at- 
tempt proves a failure. The bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Morgan, from the committee on for- 
eign relations, reported a resolution request- 
ing the president to inform the senate, if 
not inconsistent, whether the government of 
Great Britain had occupied Bluefields, or 
any other place on the Mosquito reservation 
in Nicaragua with a military force; to 
State the character and strength of such 
force; and the claim of authorit” on the 
part of the British government so to occupy 
that country. He supposed, he sald, al- 
though he did not know, that the Kear- 
Sarge had been dispatched to Bluefields on 
account of that occupation. It was a very 
delicate and grave question for the people 
of the United States, especially if the mili- 
tary occupation had taken place on the 
idea that Great Britain had reserved to 
herself in any treaty with Nicaragua the 
right to make an intervention of this kind, 
Which in the estimate of the American 
government violated the spirit and purpose 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

Seigniorage Bill Called Up. 

Mr. Harris called for a veto on: his mo- 
tion for a seccnd reading of the seigniorage 
bill. He stated that his object yesterday 
was to bridge the day over in order that 
he might consult with some of his friends 
on the democratic side of the chamber. He 
had had such consultation, and now, in 
view of what seemed to be the unanimous 
views of both sides, and in view of the fact 
that after the tariff bill should be reported, 
it would have to remain on.the calendar 
for a number of days, so as to allow it 
to be printed and to allow every senator an 
opportunity to examine it carefully, he 
Knew of no better method of occupying 
the intermediate time than to take up and 
dispose of the seigniorage bill. After its 
second reading, he would ask unanimous 
consent, which, from the indicatfons of yes- 
terday, he was sure would be granted, to 
have it taken up, considered and. disposed 
of. 

The bill had its second reading, and then 
the vice president asked whether there was 
any objection to Mr. Harris's request to 
take it up for consideration. 

Sherman and Palmer Pull Together. 

Mr. Sherman said that he would move, if 
no one else did, to refer the bill to the 
finance committee. He regarded the bill 
as one of the most important that had been 
before the senate for years. Jt proposed 
the issue of United States notes, to the 
amount of $55,000,000, for the current ex- 
penses of the government. He regarded it 
as a grave revolutionary proceeding. 

This issue of $55,000,000 would be followed 
by the issue of other millions of paper mon- 
ey without any redemption behind it for its 
redemption. He trusted, therefore, that 
the bill would be referred to the finance 
committee. If a majority of that commit- 
tee favored it, it could report the bill back, 
but surely such a measure ought not to be 
forced on the Senate in an unusual and al}- 
most revolutionary course of proceeding. 

It could be taken up by the committee 
and determined, probably in a day or two, 
whether it should be reported; and that 
was the course which_ought to be taken. 

Mr. Palmer, democrat, of Illinois, argued 
in favor of its reference to the finance com- 
mittee. He regarded a revenue tariff, he 
said, aS essential to the country; but the 
seigniorage bill was one that could await 
the settlement of that more important 
one. 

The discussion continued until 2 o'clock 
Pp. m., when the vice president laid before 
the senate the unfinished business, being a 
bill for the purchase of a site for the gov- 
ernment printing office. 

Mr. Call moved to lay that bill aside 
and take up the bill to change the bounda- 
ries of the judicial districts of Florida. 
This motion was defeated, yeas, 22: nays, 47. 

Mr. Harris then moved to proceed to the 
consideration of the seigniorage hill. The 
motion was agreed to without a division. 
The bill was therefore before the senate as 
in committee of the whole. 

Voorhees Speaks for Seigniornge. 
Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance 
committee, said that if he supposed that 
the taking up of the seigniorage bill would 
result in any delay of the tariff bill, he 
would be opposed to it. The situation was, 
he said, this: He assumed that a report on 
the subject would be made within the next 
few hours to the full committee. The mi- 
nority of the committee would claim and 
be granted some time for examination and 
consideration of the features of the _ bill. 
He hoped the bill would come out of the 
committee after a brief period. It would 
involve, however, some days. After the 
tariff had been reported to the senate it 
would go to the calendar and necessarily 
remain there at least a week. 

That would be requisite in order to allow 
senators to examine it and to prepare them- 
selves for T-s discussion. 

His statement, therefore, necessarily in- 
volved a delay of ten days, after tomorrow, 
before its consideration could be begun in 
the senate. He ‘had had, of late days, 
much to try his patience and his temper, 
but the action of the other side of the 
chamber on the seigniorage bill had been 
rather an agreeable thing to him, as there 


was a touch of the boomerang in it, which 


he rather liked. (Laughter.) 

He thought that, ordinarily, a motion to 
refer a bill to a committee ought to pre- 
vail, but the seigniorage bill was a little 
out of the ordinary track, and he was will- 
ing to have it taken up and considered 
without that reference. 

The bill could be taken up and disposed 
of before the discussion of the tarjt® ques- 
tion was-’reached. 

The discussion was interrupted briefly to 
allow two messages from the president of 
the United States to be presented, also to 
have the conference report on the urgent 
deficiency bill presented and concurred in. 

Not Referred. 

The question was then taken on Mr. 
Sherman’s motion to refer the seigniorage 
bill to the finance commiftee and the mo- 
tion was defeated. Yeas—6, nays 50. The 
affirmative votes were given by Davis, re- 
publican, Minnesota; Gegllinger, republican, 
New Hampshire; Morrill, republican, Ver- 


mont; Palmer, democrat, Illinois; Sherman, ! 
republican, Ohio, and Vilas, democray, Wis- | 


consin. Thé vill was read in full and the 
presiding officer, Mr. Faulkner, said the 
bill was in committee of the whole and 
open to amendment. 

Then, no amendment being offered, he 
followed with the announcement fhat the 
question was on tne engrossment and third 


reading of the bill, and, that stage being. 


rapidly passed, he said that the question 
now was, “Shall the bill pass?’

Mr. Springer’s Charge. 

Mr. Springer charged that the pension 
bureau had been used by the republican 
party to affect the vote in Ohio and Indi- 
ana, which were doubtful states, politica‘- 
ly.

Mr. Enloe, to whom Mr. Henderson had 
referred in his remarks, said the gentle- 
man from Illinois, Mr. Black, had been suc- 
cessful in drawing the fire of all the gen- 
tlemen on the other side who had not yet 
done rendering military service to the 
country. And, last of all, he had been 
charged with using a dagger. if he had 
used any such weapon it was the dagger of 
truth. Against that dagger had been rais- 
ed on the other side the shield—he would 
not say of untruthfulness—but of asser- 
tion, and it was painted red ‘with slander. 
The gentleman from Iowa had, as usual, 
brought a firebrand into the debate. . The 
brand had evidently been lighted at the 
funeral pyre of truth, for he brought noth- 
ing of truth into the discussion.

TWO MASKED MEN 


Hold Up a Train on the Mobile and 
Ohio Road. 

East St. Louis, Ill., March 7.—Train No. 
5, on the Mobile and Ohio railroad, which 
left the relay depot at 8:55 o’clock last 
night, was held up three miles below the 
city. 

Two masked men jumped on the engine, 
and at the point of revolvers, compelled 
the engineer and fireman to accompany 
them to the express cars. The third man 
stood near the express car, and when he 
saw the engineer and fireman jump from 
the engine, yelled to the express messen- 
ger to open the door and stated that if he 
did not he would hit the door with a 
stick of dynamite. The messenger refused 
and told the roWber if he came in the car 
he would kill him. 

It appears that the robbers were not pre- 
pared for a fight, for, upon receiving the 
express messenger’s answer, they left.

MR. WHITE RESIGNS. 


He Finally Gives Up the Senatorship for 
the Bench. 


NEWTON BLANCHARD SUCCEEDS BIW 


Governor Foster Fills the Vacancy 
Without Any Delay. 


WHITE WAS OPPOSED TO BLANCHARD 


The Latter Isan Anti-Administration Man 
and a Strong Friend of Silver—Tne 
Unexpired Term Is Short. 


New Orleans, La., -March 7.—(Special.)— 
Governor Foster received today the resigna- 
tion of Hon. E. D. White, as United States 
senator from Louisiana, to take effect Mon- 
day, March 12th. The governor at once 
accepted the resignation and appointed Hon. 
Newton C. Blanchard, representative from 
the fourth district, as senator. 

There has been a great deal of fencing 
over the senatorship for the past few 
weeks, since Mr. Cleveland appointed Sena- 
ter White an associate justice of the United 
States supreme court. Mr. White showed a 
great unwillingness to resign his senator- 
ship until he could get assurance that his 
successor would be a man who would sup- 
port the cause of a sugar duty. Mr. Blan- 
chard seemed particularly objectionable to 
him personally, as the representative voted 
for’ the Wilson bill in. the house and dif- 
fered with him on the silver question. Mr. 
Blanchard was also an anti-administration 
man, whereas Mr. White is a strong sup- 
porter of President Cleveland. 

White Was Reluctant to Resign. 

Mr. Blanchard, who came from Washing- 
ton to plead his own cause, squared himself 
on the sugar question, declaring that he 
would fight as earnestly -in the interest of 
sugar as Mr. White himself had done, and 
that as senator he would vote against the 
Wilson bill unless it provided for sugar, 
although he had voted for it in the house 
of representatives. In spite of this pledge 
Mr. White withheld his resignation to the 
last moment and seemed most unwilling to 
give way to a silver and anti-Cteveland 
senator, and it is rumored resigned only 
after consultation with the president. The 
appointment of Mr. Blanchard is for less 
than two months, as the Louisiana legisla- 
ture meets in May, when it will elect two 
senators, Caffery and Blanchard being both 
appointees of-the governor. They are both 
candidates for election to the senate. 

Newton. Crain Blanchard was born in 
Rapides Parish, La., where he still owns 
property, and where many of his relatives 
reside. He first saw the light of day on 
June 19, 1849, and he is now, therefore, for- 
ty-five years of age. Before hé was forty- 
four Mr. Blanchard had been elected seven 
times to congress. a destinction enjoyed by 
few of the members of the national assem- 
bly.

The bridegroom came to Houston from 
Fort Worth and clerked at the Hutchins 
house for Hodges, whose absence is mourn- 
ed by many. The bride, Mrs. Banks, is the

But one Gat- 
ling gun was taken up yesterday, but that 
was sufficient, as the miners were awed 
by it and call it ‘‘the. gun that shoots 12,000 
times a minute.” Nearly all of the ring- 
leaders of the riot have been arrested. Their 
names were turnished the authorities by 
a Pinkerton detective who, disguised as a 
miner, learned all the secrets and names 
of the strikers and gave them to the sheriff.

@aly Loyal Citizens to Be Employed by the 
Government, and Home Industries 
to Be Given Preference. 


San Francisco, March 7.—(Copyright 1894 
by the United Press.)—The schooner Transit 
arrived from Honolulu at . o'clock this 
morning bringing advices up to February 
20th. Advices sent by the Oceanic on the 
15th instant, reported important action hav- 
ing been taken by the provisional govern- 
ment in the matter of preparing for a con- 
stitutional convention to organize a repre- 
tative government. This was followed on 
the 17th, after an evening meeting cof the 
Annexation Club, by action on the part 
of the leading members of the club, as cit- 
izens, in organizing formally as a political 
party in support of the government. Reso- 
lutions were passed deprecating the divis- 
fon of the annexationists into leagues or 
clubs and advising the whole body, as loyal 
annexationists, to form one broad party. 
A preliminary committee of thirteen was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the formation of 
the new party. The committee met on the 
18th and organized plans for the appoint- 
ment of national, district and island com- 
mittees. 

Their work was continued on the 19th. 
Their movement embraced all classes and 
divisions hitherto arising among the sup- 
porters of the provisional government. I¢ 
is fully expected to supersede and displace 
all separate political action in the Ameri- 
can league or German and Portuguese or- 
ganizations. This party organization is 
independent of annexaticn clubs. While the 
aforesaid leagues have served to stimulate 
political activity, the new party organi- | 
zation is expected to absorb their political 
functions in the future. A platform of 
principles has been substantially agreed 
upon as follows: 

1. To support the provisional 
ment. 

2. Resist the restoration of the monarchy. 

3. Establish a practicable form of repre- 
sentative government. 

4. The government to be united as soon 
as possible with that of the United States. 

5. A liberal policy in disposing of public 
lands in small tracts to actual settlers and 
discouraging large speculative holdings. 

6. Revision of the taxation system, large 
estates to bear their proper share of the 
public burdens. 

7. Favor the immigration of Portuguese 
and other whites to replace Asiatics. 

8. No class legislation discriminating 
against any class of loyal citizens. 

9. A liberal system of productive public 
works. 

10. Needed labor and material for public 
service not to be imported from abroad if 
procurable here. 

ll. No prison labor to be employed in me- 
chanical work. 

12. No persons to be employed by the gov- 
ernment unless Joyal to it. 

The organization of the new party is emi- 
mently satisfactory to the government and 
its active supporters.

Unitea States tcewards this country. The

Joseph Chamberlain Speaks in High 
Terms of Mr. Gladstone. 


ADVISES THE LIBERAL UNIONISTS, 


There Is No Good Reason, He Suggests, for 
Thinking That Lord Roseberry Will 
Change the Policy: 


London, March 7.—Joseph Cnamberlain, in 


the house of commons, addressed a 
meeting of his constituents in Birmingham 
last evening. He praised Mr. Gladstone ‘for 
his energy and courtesy in public life and 
spoke in the warmest terms of his eloquence 
and keenness in debate. None of the old 
premier’s mental powers, he said, had 
shown signs of decay, and his retirement 
could only be deplored by political friends 
and foes alike. For this retirement there 
was no more reason now apparent than 
there had been at any time in the last ten 
years. Mr. Chamberlain said he had been 
asked repeatedly in the last few days 
whether the liberal unionists were likely 
to become again a part of the great liberal 
party. This he was unable to 
answer. He had noticed a wide-spread im- 
pression that. Lord Roseberry, as premier, 
was likely to reverse Mr. Gladstone's policy. 
notably as regarded home rule for Ireland. 
It certainly was curious that the liberal 
party, after its great struggle for horhe 
rule, should now accept a leader who was 
known to be lukewarm in the Irish cause, 
and reject one who was recognized as a 
zealot for separation. There were many 
incalculable elements in the present politi- 
cal situation. The uncertainty could not 
be fathomed for some time and the parties 
must wait and watch. The liberal unionists 
must observe the course of events without 
disbanding their forces. Personally he 
feared that the policy of the liberal party 
would remain unchanged, that home rule 
would still be part of the liberal programme 
and that consequently he and his col- 
leagues must continue their strenuous op- 
position to the government.

the lands. The beneficiaries are to give @ 
release of all claims against the government 
growing out of these acts. The secretary 
ef the treasury is to sell the bonds pur- 
chased from the proceeds of these resales 
and rents and apply the proceeds to reim- 
bursting the former owners, and moneys al- 
ready paid to the states in return for the 
sales under these acts are to be deducted 
from the amounts due to applicants. All 
conflieting parts of the acts it is proposed to 
repeal. 

The co-oporation of the Canadian govern- 
‘ment in suppressing the operations of the 
Honduras Lottery Company in this country 
has been obtained by the postoffice depart- 
ment. Postmaster General Bissell has re- 
ceived a communication from Deputy Post- 
master General White, of the Dominion of 
Canada, stating that, in accordance with 
the repuest recently made, the Cana- 
dian offices at which money ofders are ex- 
changed with the United States have been 
instructed not to certify money orders in 
favor of the lottery company or any of 
the persons or concerns mentioned as its 
representatives.

Suit was brought by 
intervention against the receiver and this 
morning Judge Speer made a ruling of great 
importance to a number of people who are 
engaged in the production of fruit. He said 
in substance: 

“This is not a fair, agreed-upon valuation 
which is binding upon the parties. These 
shippers at Fort Valley were completely 
in the power of the railroad companies. 
All railroads going in there agreed among 
themselves that they would not transport 
any peaches—an article which must _ be 
shipped at once and promptly in order to 
get any profit on it at all—unless the ship- 
pers would sign a bill of lading by which 
the company itself limited its liability to 
g900. It is true that the shippers might 
have shipped upon a local bill of lading, 
or that is the effect of it, paying local 
rates, and it tS practically conceded that 
such shipment. would have been utterly 
destructive of any profits which might 
have resulted to the shippers from the sale 
of the fruits thus shipped. The stipulation 
in the bill of lading does not coincide with 
the stipulation in the bill of lading as set 
forth in the case of Hart vs. Pennsylvania 
railroad 112, United States. There the 
stipulation was in this language: ‘The car- 
rier assumes a liability on the stock to 
the extent of the’ following agreed vaiua- 
tion.’ Then the shipper agreed to that 
valuation. He agreed to it without protest. 
Here, not only is there no agreed valua- 
tion, but to thé railroad company’s state- 
ment of its liability the shipper refuses to 
assent. But his hand is in the _ lion’s 
mouth. He is obliged to obey the mandate 
of the railroad company, and therefore he 
is compelled to sign on the chance of get- 
ting a profit on his peaches; the shipper so 
signs, but he signs under protest. This is 
not a fair agreement as to the value of this 
freight which the courts will enforce. Not 
only is that true, but it is also true, if the 
court does got misunderstand the evidence 
that there was no other rate fixed for the 
shipment of peaches from Fort Valley. The 
peaches shipped were worth largely more 
than $300 per car. One hundred and seventy- 
five dollars was paid on each car, which 
certainly is a fair compensation for all 
risks that the railroad company will take 
in carrying these cars to New Yor... 

“Through negligence the cars were de- 
railed and the peaches destroyed, and it 
is plain that the receiver Should pay for 
them. It seems that the master has made 
a trifling arithmetical error in finding a 
few more_crates in one car than were ac- 
tually shipped, and that will be corrected, 
but in all else the court will affirm the rul- 
ing of the master and direct the receiver 
to pay the amount of the finding.’’ 

. The finding amounts to about $5,000. This 
was the sum found by the master and the 
road appealed to the United States court 


“and Judge Speer confirmed the finding by 


the master. It is not understood that the 

receiver will object to this ruling of the 

court, but the question being in a measure 
novel, it was deemed proper to have it 
passed upon. 

Intervention of Henry Horne. 

In regard to the intervention of Henry 
ane against the Central road Judge Speer 
said: 

“This is similar to the case of the Brush 
iectric Light Company which the court 
cided in Savannah. The Brush Electric 

Light Company made a contract with the 

Central railroad to furnish it a number of 


lights for its properties there and the Cen- 


tral agreed to pay so much rental, to 
analogize it more strongly, for each-vne of 
the lights. The Centra! went out of bust- 
ness. The electric light company was not 
notified of the change and the court held 
that the Central railroad and tne Kichmond 
and Danville railroad were both Hable to 
the electric light company for the loss so 
Sustained. Now this case appears to be 
Strictly analogous to that—only that houses 
have been rented inS8tead of lights. I am 
very strongly inclined to think, and if you 
have no other authority, will nold that this 
is a preferential claim, and it having been 
created so recently before the appointment 
of the receiver, and the receiver having 
taken the road as a ‘running road,’ the re- 
ceiver will be directed to pay the amount 
of the claim. It counsel for the receiver 
desire to do so. they can appeal.”

MASONS ARE ANNOYED. 
Mrs. Lease’s Story Forces Them to 
Take Action. 

Fort Scott, Kan., March 7.—The recorder 
of the grand commandery, Knights Temp- 
lar, of Kansas, is being flooded with letters 
from ‘all over the country making inquiries 
corcerning Mrs. Lease’s statement that she 
is a Mason. So annoying has the matter 
become that a committee has been appoint- 
ed to investigate Mrs. Lease’s story, and a 
special convocation of Hugh de Payne com- 
mandery has been called to formulate a de- 
nial of her statements. 

Mrs. Lease formerly lived at Osage Mis- 
sion, which is in the jurisdiction of the 
Fort Scott commandery. It was there that 
she claims to have received the degrees of 
knighthood. Her husband is a Mason, but 
whether a Knight Templar is not known. 
The Masons scout at her claim that she re- 
ceived the orders regularly, for it is a well- 
known Masonic principle that women are 
ineligible, but that she knows more of Ma- 
sonry than she has a right to seems to be 
admitted, and the order, not only in Fort 
Scott, but throughout the state, is greatly 
incensed. 

Whether Mrs. Lease knows enough of 

Masonry to communicate the secrets tntel- 
ligently to others is a question, but. she 
would not surprise anybody by carrying 
out her declared purposes of organizing 
lodges of women\ ‘Bhat she would find 
material enough 1s evidenced by letters 
which have been received at Fort Scott. 
Fully one-half the letters received by the 
recorder ot Hugh de Payne commandery 
are from women writing to know whether 
women would be recognized as Masons 
should they receive the degrees from Mrs. 
Lease, and if not whether a separate juris- 
diction of women could be made a success. 
One woman asks if the initiation ceremonies 
of Masonry are proper for women to under- 
go. 
It is reported from Wichita, where Mrs. 
Lease lives, that her husband is greatly 
disturbed by his wife’s latest movement. 
Suspicion naturally points to him as the 
person who communicated the secrets to 
her, and he wants to avoid any notoriety 
in connection with her proposed lodge. It 
is said that Mrs. Lease is ambitious to be 
elected to the United States senate.

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The Exposition. 

The time has arrived when we must 
know whether or not we are to have the 
exposition on the broad plans proposed 
for it. 

We thought this question had been 
settled in the affirmative weeks ago, but 
it has been literally hanging by a thread 
for nearly two weeks, and today it 
seems that the question is no nearer so- 
lution than it was this time two weeks 
ago. During this period not a dollar 
has been subscribed, not withstanding 
the fact that nearly $65,000 had been 
received in voluntary subscriptions be- 
fore the movement was brought to such 
a sudden pause. 

We blame no one. It is not a time to 
place responsibility, but it is necessary 
for Atlanta to get together and settle 
this very important question. 

It is best, however, to talk plainly and 
to let it be understood that to continue 
any longer the present state of indefi- 
nite suspension is to practically aban- 
don all hope of the exposition, and to 
invite the ridicule of the outside world 
at Atlanta’s failure. If division contin- 
ues over the simple matter of location, 
it will destroy all the good effects of 
the exposition, even if in the end we get 
it. 

Continued division will but demon- 
strate the city’s weakness by exhibiting 
such childish evidences of internal dis- 
sension. 

We have no arguments to make, and 
no persuasion to offer about this location 
or that location. But we do say dissen- 
sion must come to an end at once, and 
that the matter must be settled at to- 
day’s meeting. 

So far as The Constitution is con- 
cerned, we propose to get down to other 
business, if the matter is not settled at 
once. We have published hundreds of 
columns about the exposition, and have 
assisted, to the full extent of our ability, 
in advertising and emphasizing the great 
prominence that it has given Atlanta 
throughout the country. Throughout 
the western hemisphere the matter has 
been discussed, and Atlanta’s pluek and 
enterprise has been commended. Every 
day’s delay serves now but to embar- 
rass the movement, and rather than 
have it choked to death by slow degrees, 
it is better that a definite settlement, 
one way or the other, be reached at once. 

We had earnestly hoped to have the 

exposition movement backed by united 
Atlanta. If by petty dissension and 
unprecedented stubbornness the move- 
ment fails, it will be through no fault of 
ours. If the people of Atlanta want a 
village, they can get it by working to 
that end, and The Constitution can 
stand it if others can. 
“Many of Atlanta’s most prominent, 
liberal and enterprising citizens stand 
ready to go down into their pockets and 
back this great Atlanta enterprise with 
their money, and what is infinitely more 
valuable, they propose to give it their 
undivided attention and support until 
it has accomplished its commendable 
purpose in the development of Atlanta. 
They have considered every movement, 
step by step, and have manifested their 
liberal spirit in every way possible. 

It is not the’ time now to talk about 
blaming any one for the failure of the 
movement, for the movement has not 
yet failed. Nor must it do so. But the 
matter must be settled definitely today, 
one way or another, and if after this, 
failure is the result, and Atlanta stands 
disgraced and dishonored before ‘the 
world, there will be no trouble about 
placing the blame where it properly 
belongs. Who is willing to bear that 
shame! 


“Why Attack the Administration ?” 

The patronage organs which have char- 
acterized the efforts of The Constitution 
for the redemption of every pledge of 
the democratic platform as “an attack 
on the administration” are just at the 
present time engaged in a more vicious 
attack on a part of the administration 
than even the most serious they have 
charged against The Constitution.

It is certain that nearly every member 
of the finance committee is regarded with 
suspicion. The delay in reporting the bill 
has almost been criminal, especially in 
view of the fact that every rumor which 
come; from the committee room affects the 
stock market and several members of the 
committee are large speculators. It will 
be difficult for some senators to come out of 
this tariff business with reputations for 
honesty. 

We protest against this “attack on the 
administration” from those who have 
done nothing else for the past six months 
but condemn The Constitution and other 
papers for demanding the redemption of 
every pledge of the democratic platform, 
charging against it, and the great nuim- 
ber of democratic papers who agree with 


it, an “attack on the administration.” 

We do not remember ever having gone 
as far in attacking any branch of the 
administration as to make the direct 
charge of “simplicity and cupidity,” but 
going further than that the aforesaid 
critic .of The Constitution actually in- 
Sinuates that “the democratic senators 
are trying té wreck their party.” 

Away with such insinuations! To say 
the least of it, it does not seem graceful 
for a newspaper representative of a 
member of the cabinet to make such a 
serious charge jagainst a co-ordinate 
branch of the administration.

A Startling Report. 

The report of Special Examiner Chal- 
mers, of the department of justice, 
which, by the way, was published ex- 
clusively by The Constitution, has 
created a sensation. 

In this report Mr. Chalmers makes it 
plain that some of the federal officials 
in Alabama have prostituted their po- 
sitions, and have oppressed the people, 
imprisoning hundreds of innocent men, 
and manufacturing fraudulent fee and 


expense accounts to the extent of at least 


$50,000 a year. Names have been forged 
in expense accounts and money has been 
poured out like water to pay bogus wit- 
ness fees. But this is not all. The spec- 


ial examiner intimates that similar out- 


rages are probably occurring in every 
state in the union. 

Mr. Chalmers recommends a change 
in the mode of appointing United 
States commissioners. Hé would have 
them appointed by the president, and 
suggests that they should be lawvers of 


good standing. .The fee system should . 


be abolished and the officials should be 
paid fixed salaries. A further investiga- 
tion is recommended with a view to pun- 
ishing the persons who have been guilty 
of these frauds and acts of oppression. 

The department of justice is moving 
in the right direction, but it would be 
well to have a special congressional com- 
mittee look into the matter and go to 
the bottom of it. The methods of the 
federal commissioners and deputy mar- 
shals should be investigated in every 
state, and no guilty man should be al- 
lowed to escape. 

It is safe to say that much of this 
alleged .corruption and oppression is 
due to republican administration and to 
the nature of our internal revenue laws. 
These odious statutes are detested by 
the people, and just judges have fre- 
quently condemned them. Our internal 
revenue system keeps some localities 
practically in a state of civil war all the 
year round. Frequently their enforce- 
ment is left to unscrupulous men, and 
rapine, bloodshed, perjury and the 
spoliation and imprisonment of the in- 
nocent have been among the results. 

We cannot hope for an immediate and 
Sweeping reform, but if congress will 
take up the report of Mr. Chalmers and 
act upon it many abuses will doubtless 
be corrected, and the federal crusade of 
robbery and violence in many states will 
be stopped. Something should be done 
without delay. 


Human Nature in New Jersey. 

When the good people of Franklin 
Park, N. J., discovered the other morn- 
ing that during the night two negroes 
had murdered Mrs, Baker and er in- 
fant while asleep their indignation was 
unbounded. It was some eonsolation 
to know that Mr. Baker had killed the 
two assassins, but the Franklin Park 
people felt that something more was 
needed. One law abiding citizen offered 


to be one of a half dozen men to hang 


the father of one of the negroes, but 
he was persuaded to give up his design. 
The eitizens generally declare that thev 
would have lynched the murderers if 
Baker had not killed them. Some say 
that they would have flayed them alive 
and others say that they would have 
burned them. 

The people of this New Jersey village 
have heretofore condemned southerners 
for occasionally lynching negro rapists 
and murderers. But as soon as the pro- 
vocation eame home to them they were 


transformed into the open advocates of

Go Slow, Colonel! 

The friends of Colonel Atkinson must 
regret the tenor of his recent speech at 
Jesup. 

It is reported that the colonel had a 
good deal to say about his services in 
the legislature, and as chairman of the 
state democratie executive committee. 
He claimed that he had done more for 
the relief of the people of Georgia in 
political matters than General Evans, 
but admitted that the general had done 
much towards preparing them for the 
world to come.

Possibly this sort of talk amuses the 
thoughtless, but it will not win votes for 

Jolonel Atkinson. The speaker might 
at least give the Georgia legislature some 
slight degree of credit for the measures 
that have received the approval of that 
body. Certainly, he does not propose to 
let the conclusion be drawn that he 
Stood in the capitol single handed, and 
originated and passed the great body 
of all recent legislation. The colonel 
should recognize his brother legislators, 
and give them their due. 

His light way of treating the ministe- 
rial work of a servant of Christ is cal- 

culated to shock serious people, and the 
touch of ridicule. given to the solemn 
subject of a hereafter is anything but 
pleasing. 

The people of Georgia do not like this 
Style of campaigning. Self-praise and 
boasting never attract or win. A mod- 
est man like General Evans who has 
nothing to say about his splendid ser- 
vices in the field makes a far more fa- 
vorable impression than a man who 
claims the lion’s share of credit for 
everything, and minimizes the work of 
his associates. Our people are well sat- 
isfied that General Evans has done some- 
thing to help them in the present, as 
well as in the hereafter. But for such 
men, heroes in war, and wise, patient 
and unselfish in peace, Georgia would 
not stand where she does today. 

Colonel Atkinson should tone down a 
little, and prune his extravagant rheto- 
ric. He need not overwork his political 
record. The people will measure him 
with his opponent, and they will form 
their own opinions. Above all, let us 
have no more of this light chaff about 
the spiritual work of earnest Christians 
who devote their lives to the service of 
God and their fellow men. If Colonel 
Atkinson thinks only of the present, we 
annot help it, but the majority of our 
readers take a more serious view of life 
and its responsibilities, Go slow, colonel! 


Justice to Macon Democracy. 

We protest against the effort of The 
Macon Telegraph, and the other papers 
Which, naturally, from patronage influ- 
ences are unwilling to do  old-fash- 
ioned democrats justice, to seek 
to make it appear that the dis- 
tinguished democratic members of 
the Macon bar approve of the appoint- 
ment of such eminent republicans as 
Gresham, MacVeagh, ex-President Har- 
rison’s brother, and innumerable others, 
to high positions under a democratic 
administration. 

And yet, by inference, the leading men 
who took part in last Saturday’s rock- 
ribbed democratic meeting in Macon, 
are unjustly put in the category of en- 
dorsing the appointment of republicans 
to office. In other words The Telegraph 
takes the position that the Macon demo- 
crats simply protested against the ap- 
pointment of a Macon republican to 
office, and that the Macon meeting was 
entirely serene and non-committal as 
to the appointment of distinguished re- 
publicans from other parts of the coun- 
try. Of course The Telegraph is more 
than pleased to take fhis position, since 
it naturally does not wish to admit that 
a local protest has been filed against its 
constant readiness to endorse and ap- 
prove mugwump and republican appoint- 
ments. Yet we insist upon the fact that 
the democrats of Macon are overwhelm- 
ingly with The Constitution, and that 
their admiration of our determined stand 
against the appointment of republicans 
and mugwumps to office, under a demo- 
cratic administration, is largely responsi- 
ble for the doubling of The Constitu- 
tion’s circulation in Macon during the 
past year. The truth of the matter is, 
there are about as many Constitutions 
—perhaps more—read in Macon now as 
there are Telegraphs. 

The Telegraph says that “Saturday 
night’s meeting did not pass judgment 
on the question, and did not have it un- 
der consideration,” referring to the ap- 
pointment of Gresham, MacVeagh and 
other such instances. Yet The. Tele- 
graph says: 

There was expression of opinion, of 
course, that republicans should not be ap- 
pointed to office by a democratic adminis- 
tration, and this expression came as freely 
from those opposed to any action by the 
meeting as from the advocates of an ex- 
treme course. That is democratic opinion 
and its expression was natural under the 
circumstances. 

This is just what The Constitution has 


been arguing all along, and The Tele- — 


graph has come just exactly to our po- 
sition. In order that there may De no 
possible doubt as to the tone of the re- 
marks of the Macon meeting, we quote 
again from the proceedings as reported 
in The Telegraph, as follows: 

Hon. Minter Wimberly, ex-president of 
the Young Men’s Democratic League, of 
Bibb county,” protested in his speech 
against “the appointment of republicans 
anywhere in the south.” 

Hon. Washington Dessau wanted to 
know “if the appointment of republi- 
cans in this community, under a demo- 
cratic administration, should pass un- 
challenged and unnoticed by the demo- 
crats of Bibb county.” 

Hon. DuPont Guerry expressed the be- 
lief that “the democratic administration 
ought te appoint democrats to office, 
and democrats only.” ~ 


| Hon. Joseph H. Hall declared that “it 


would not deserve to be called demo- 


crats.” 

In his concluding address that sterling 
ahd rock-ribbed young democrat, Hon. 
Washington Dessau, said: 

I want to know and want to ask my fel- 
low democrats, should we further submit 
without protest to having democratic pa- 
tronage taken from us here? (L@ud and 
continuous applause and many Woices of 
“No! No! No!’’) 

Mr. Chairman, there is still in office a 
republican postmaster here whose term ex- 
pired two months ago, and when there has 
not yet been a public protest made against 
that, are we going to be still and see all 
these things taken away from us without 
even a protest? Now, tell me, democrats, I 
ask you to answer me? (Many voices of

All this goes to show that The Consti- 
tution does not misrepresent the demo- 
cratic sentiment of Macon when it de- 
clares it to be overwhelmingly against 
the appointment of republicans to office, 
whether they come from Macon or from 
any other part of the United States.

A Queer Announcement. 


The announcement of the democratic 
congressional campaign committee that 
the tariff is to be the issue in the ap- 
proaching campaign is a startling piece 
of information. 

The tariff was the issue in the last 
campaign. The democrats clearly set 
forth in their declaration of principles 
the purposes which they had in view 
with respect to tariff reform. ‘There was 
no evasion, no straddling, no temporiz- 
ing. The purposes of the party were 
plainly stated. Some of the professional 
politicians and trimmers made wry 
faeces over the tariff plank, but with that 
plank as one of the issues, the party 
went before the people, and the people 
endorsed its position by an overwhelin- 
ing majority.

THE EXPOSITION BOARD WILL ALSO MEET 


And ItIs Sincerely Hoped Thata Decirion 
on All the Points in Controversy 
W ill Be Reached. 


This will be a most important day in the 
pistory of the exposition movement. 

Two meetings will be held this afternoon 
that will, in all probability, settle the ques- 
tion of site and all the other points in con- 
troversy, and it is believed that the delay 
that has been So hurtful to the exposition 
movement will be at an end—that the 
work of building and pushing this grand 
movement to success will be resumed. 

Yesterday was a day of inactfon, or rather 
e day of lack of accomplishment; ~ for, 
while Premdent Hemphill and Mayor Good- 
win were in conference several times dur- 
ing the day, so far as can be learned there 
was mo agreement reached. During the 
afternoon Mayor Goodwin extended an in- 
yitation to all the members of the commit- 
tees to visit tfie waterworks today, and 
that visit will be made. 
The Propositions, Discussed, 

The two propositions presented to the 
meeting of the conference committees Tues- 
day afternoon were widely discussed about 
the city yesterday. The merits of each 
proposition was strongly urged by its ad- 
yocates and everybody you met talked ex- 
position. 

There is unquestionably very formidable 
opposition to the issue of bonds idea sub- . 
mitted by Mayor Goodwin, and many people 
who have advocated the waterworks site 
say they would vote against such issue of 
ponds. This opposition is heard on all sides 
and is just as pronounced as was the oppo- 
gition to the first proposition to purchase 
the Piedmont grounds and convert them 
into a north side park. 

It is a noticeable fact, however, that 
yery many of those who opposed the first 
proposition—that is the purchase of the 
park—have come out now in favor of the 
last plan submitted by President Hemphill 
as one upon which all interests can unite. 
Many of the men who have advocated the 
waterworks as the proper site say that 
under this last plan proposed by President 
Hemphill the Piedmont grounds are un- 
questionably preferable. 

_One of the-men who strongly opposed the 
purchase of Piedmont park and whose 
opinions on that point were so strong that 
he ceased attending meetings of the expo- 
sition board, though he had been chosen a 
member, is Mr. T. B. Neal. Mr. Neal was 
a@ prominent figure in the meeting which 
endorsed the mayor’s veto and he expressed 
his views in no uncertain language. 

Mr. T. B. Neal’s Views. 

Yesterday Mr. Neal gave his hearty en- 
Gorsement of the proposition made by Pres- 
ident Hemphill. He said: 

“I think that the first proposition submit- 
ted by the exposition company was 
made after due deliberation, and was 
what they thought the very best for the 
whole city. I also think Mayor Goodwin's 
counter proposition is equally sincere, and, 
as a business proposition, looking to the 
future benefits to the city, is the better of 
the two. I recognize that it is impossible 
to get a united support to either plan. In 


the proposition recommended by Mr. Hemp- 
hill there are modifications and conces- 
sions which I think the Goodwin committee 
should accept at once as final, and give it 
& unanimous support. I think it one on 
which every friend of the exposition in this 


‘City can unite.” 


Mr. Neal expressed these sentiments very 
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One of these was Mr. A. D. Adair. Mr. 
Adair was one of the fentlemen wno en- 
dorsed Mayor Goodwin's veto and who vas 
strongly against the purchase of the Pied- 
mont grounds. 


& 

. What Mr. Adair Thinks. 

I am for the exposition wherever it may 
be held,” Said Mr. Adair, “but naturally 
all my personal preferences are for the 
south side. I was against the proposition 
which involved the purchase of the Pied- 
mont grounds. Since I have read President 
Hemphill’s last proposition, which elimi- 
nates that purchase idea, I do not hesitate 
to say that in my opinion it should be 
adopted. It looks to me as the best way 
by which the city, through its government, 
Can extend the aid to the enter- 
prise that it ought to give, I sincerely hope 
it will be adopted, and I hope that there 
will be no further delay. This delay is 
hurtful. The committees ought to get to- 
gether on some plan at once, and the plan 
Suggested by President Hemphill seems to 
me to eliminate, all the features that were 
objectionable in that first proposition.” 

Mr Dodd Won't Talk. 

Mr. Green Dodd, who is a member of 
Mayor Goodwin's committee, and who in his 
speech at Tuesday’s meeting endorsed the 
plan of Mr. Hemphill, refused to talk yes- 
terday when asked for an expression of his 
views. 

“14 am a member of the committee,” said 
he, “and I do not think it would be right 
for me to talk for publication at this time. 
I will say this, however, "’ he continued, ‘‘if 
that proposition now made by President 
Hemphill had been the one first made to 
the council, I would never have gotten up 
before the council and obejcted as I did.” 

Views like these of Mr. Neal and Mr. 
Adair were very generally expressed yes- 
terday. 

“I have just come from a meeting of bus- 
iness men,’’ said Mr. Adair, ‘‘and seven of 
the nine present thought the Hemphill 
proposition a fair basis of compromise and 
that it should be adopted as such.” 

These are but a few of the many in- 
Stances. Mr. Neal and Mr. Adair are quot- 
ed, because they are south side men and 
because they openly opposed the first propo- 
sition—that for the purchase of the park 
grounds, 

It All Depends. 

Today’s meeting should decide the ques- 
tion. It looks now as if the crisis has been 
reached and as if something must be done 
today or the exposition dropped. 

And, of course, everybody agrees on this: 

Atlanta cannot afford to drop the exposi- 
tion. |

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Patrolman Powell Furnishes Some In- 
teresting Points About Him, 
Charles Broadway Rouss is one of the 
striking characters of New York.

He is a friend of Officer Rolla Powell, of 
the police force, the two being fellow towns- 
men. Officer Powell writes the following 
card concerning the article in yesterday's 
paper about Mr. Rouss: 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 7.—Editor Consti- 
tution: I noticed an article in this morn- 
ing’s pdper concerning Mr. C. B. Rouss, the 
Broadway millionaire of New York. I hap- 
pened to be a fellow townsman of Mr. Rouss 
in Winchester, Va., in the old days and as 
a boy used to play many times with him in 
his store; he a merchant and I a schoolboy. 
It is true, that after the collapse of the 
confederacy, during which he was a de- 
voted follower of Stonewall Jackson, he 
went to New York a penniless man. He 
started in business and accumulated a for- 
tune. When Winchester wanted to build an 
iron fence around her confederate cemetery 
an appeal was made to her citizens for aid, 
and Mr. Rouss hearing of the same for- 
warded his check for the whole amount to 
defray the entire expenses of the material 
and work. Prior to this and during the 
war he purchased the products of the Vir- 
ginia salt works for one year and presented 
the same to the confederate cause. As 
to his paying his employes only $1 per day, 
to my own personal knowledge he has 
men that he pays as much as $150 per 
month. He lives at 682 Fifth avenue, has 
an elegant mansion and lives in the best 
of style. He isa generous, whole-souled 
man and is worthy of ever honor that has

The mining craze seems to have struck 
some portions of Georgia and Alabama 
pretty hard. A score or more of new 
gold mines have been ovened in these 
states within the last three or four months, 
and a good many old ones are being worked 
as they were never before. 

George Huntington Clark ovredicts in The 
Manufacturers’. Record that in the immedi- 
ate future the gold fields of Georgia are 
going to surprise the old doubters as much 
as the development of southern iron did. 
The richest gold mines of that state are 
as yet untouched, he says. 

Georgia’s gold belt covers a strip of coun- 
try from twenty to forty miles wide, and 
extending across the state from northeast 
to southwest, embracing about 7,000 square 
miles. It runs into Alabama and spreads 
out over some 3,500 square miles more 
in that state. Georgia’s mines have so far 
produced over $16,000,000 worth of gold and 
silver, or more than those of any other 
southern state except North Carolina.

Officfals of the Atlanta end West Point 
| Don’t Favor It. 


THE LINK TO THE OLO WATERWORKS 


Passenger Rates Will Not Be Cut—A Joke 
on Captain Todd—Other Railroad 
News of Interest. 


It now turns up that there is absolutely 
no certainty that the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad would build a ‘“‘switch off” 
track to the old waterworks site in case the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
were carried there. 

It has been freely told that the road had 
made its plans to build such a line and that 
it would certainly make the branch to 
get the bisiness to and from the exposition, 
but it now transpires that such talk was 
through the crown of somebody’s hat. 

A telegram was received in Atlanta yes- 
terday by a private party from Colonel C. 
H. Phinizy, of Augusta, president of the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad Company, 
in which he plainly states: “I have never 
made any sort of agreement to build the 
road in question. I have no power to make 
such an extension unless authorized by the 
directors of the railroad com- 
pany. I told Mayor Goodwin 
that I was willing to do anything I could 
very well do to help the exposition move- 
ment out, and instructed our engineer of 
the railroad to go out and make an esti- 
mate of the cost of building the extension 
as desired by those who favor the old wa- 
terworks as the proper site for the ex- 
position, 

“But, unless it can be built cheaply I 
would not recommend it to the board of dil- 
rectors, and not even then if the Central 
would build it. Cc. H. PHINIZY.” 

Nothing could be more positive than the 
clear intimation that it is not the policy of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad folks 
to build this extension of their road out of 
Atlanta. 

Captain E. L. Tyler, general manager of 
the road, was seen by The Constitution last 
night, and corroborated the spirit of the 
telegram from Colonel Phinizy, by saying 
that he had heard of no such promise or pros- 
pect of the extension being built. He says 
the matter would have to go through a 
long and circuitous route of formal hand- 
ling before the plan could be put in opera- 
tion, even if it was found, after all, that 
the road would pay the company. It would 
have to be taken before the board of direc- 
tors, and, after a thorough discussion there 
and adjustment, would nave to come back 
to the engineering department and be shift- 
ed from paper to paper and the proper route 
finally settled upon. 

“The truth is,’’ he said, “I don’t think 
ihere would be much benefit to the company 
to build such a road as mentioned. I don’t 
see how the line would be advantageous. It 
would have to be built very cheaply to 
make both ends meet. 

“Certainly there is no particular move- 
ment now afoot looking to the construc- 
tion of such a road further than the mere 
sending out of an engineer to see at what 
cost the road could be run. We were anx- 
jous to know just what the cost would be 
and sent an. engineer over the field to 
look over the situation. 

“Further than this there is no likelihoad 
of the road being built, unless the directors 
of the company give their authority for 
such an undertaking, and they will not 
give their authority, I hardly think, un- 
less the scheme can be put 
through to success at much less cost than d 
now think it can be done for.” 

Surely this gives poor promise of there 
being a link of rails from the main track 
of the Atlanta and West Point to the old 
waterworks, even if the exposition be car- 
riec there. 

Passenger Rates Will Stand. 


The report has gone forth that the re- 
cent cut of rates by the Louisville and 
Nashville on grain and such freights from 
the west will scatter demoralization to the 
passenger scale makers, and that the pas- 
senger rates for the south Atlantic states 
will be lowered accordingly. 

There is no truth in such reports. 

The passenger rates, so far as is known, 
will stand. There is not the slightest con- 
nection in this regard between the rate 
war that has been precipitated by the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Southern 
Passenger Association. 

The Louisville and Nashville is still a 
member of the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion and so far as is known will remain a 
member. 

Again, it has been told around among 
railroad men that the rate war that has 
been agitating passenger schedule fixers 
west of the Mississippi will be taken up on 
this side of the river and will throw At- 
lanta railroads soon or late into a general 
slashing of rates. This is also denied by 
authorities. As Tong as the Svuthern Pas- 
senger Association holds in tact there can 
be no such breaking of rates and it may 
be safely relied on that the passenger rates 
now in vogue throughout this regiow of 
country will hold good for some timé to 
come.

Cotton Gossip. 

Cotton is supposed to have done remark- 
ably well yesterday from the fact that it 
closed at very nearly the same figures as on 
the day before. 


There is but one reason why cotton should 
not be selling at higher prices today, and 
that is the absence of a demand for the 
spot stuff by the American spinner. 


It is a well known fact that for quite a 
while the foreign spinner has been taking 
his full amount of cotton, and the receipts 
at the ports are known to be at Tie expense 
of the interior town stocks, and yet cotton 
is a drag on the market because the home 
consumption is not sufficient to force our 
spinners to take their usual quantity. 

Our stocks are gradually dwindling away, 
while on the other side they are slowly in- 
creasing, and, should a demand for manu- 
factured goods suddenly spring up, which 
will most surely come in time, our spinners 
will find themselves minus the stock _ of 
goods, which is now reparted low, and 
also a depleted stock of the raw material. 


Higher prices for cotton will then follow, 
but our spinners will do the suffering. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—As all prospects of 
a cold wave tor the time being hau disap- 
peared by this morning, the wheat, at least 
tne portion of it, remaining unsoid, was tor 
sale at any price. No encouragement was

Continental 
cables helped the better feeling and it was 
due to their influences that the clase was 
but a trifle under outside figures. May 
wheat opened %sc under yesterday’s close 
at 59%c, touched 59%c, then advanced to 
60%c, closing %@‘*ec higher than yesterday 
at 601,.@60%c. 

Corn opened weak with wheat. A good 
deal of short selling was indulged in about 
the start, the covering of these sales later 
in the day seryed to accenuate the stronger 
feeling which was derived from the better 
tone in wheat. 

The extraordinary firmness in oats also 
helped matters on considerbhe. May ranged 
between 37% and 37c, closing at the outside, 
a gain of %@%c for the day. This led every- 
thing on the floor as far as strength was 
concerned. Much nervousness among shorts 
was noticeable upon buying by a prominent 
long, who already has a profit in his hold- 
ings and was therefore pressing his advan- 
age.

CHICAGO, March 7.—Around the opening 
the wheat market was rather weak, mainly 
on account of the cold wave predicted yes- 
terday not materializing, the weather be- 
ing fine over most of the country.

A MAGNIFICENT BUILDING TO GO UP 


In Which There Will Be a Great Big Audi- 
torium and a Large Arcade with a 
Great Amountof Floor Space. 


The annual session of the American 
Street Railway Association, which is to be 
held in Atlanta next October, is now at- 
tracting the attention of the street rail- 
way men of the country. 

President Joel Hurt. of the Atlanta Con- 
golidated street railway, is receiving breat 
piles of mail every day asking about the 
coming convention and the indications are 
that the convention in Atlanta will be 
more generally attended than any conven- 
tion the association has ever had. Many 
of the letters to Mr. Hurt. and the ma- 
jority of them, too, for that matter, are 
from manufacturers of supplies used in 
street railroad and other railroad work. 
All of these are asking about space in the 
building for exhibits and the indications 
are that exhibition of supplies will be more 
thorough, more extensive and more com- 
plete than ever before. 

Mr. Hurt realizes the fact that the con- 
vention will be a large one and has 
already had drawn plans for the building, 
which is to go up soon at Piedmont park. 
The building will cost 4 large sum of 
money and will be one of the most com- 
plete of the kind the association has ever 
seen. It will have a large auditorium with 
a seating capacity of nearly 25,000, in which 
the members of the association will hold 
their meetings ana discuss the matters 
pertaining to the association. Just outside 
of the auditorium will be one of the largest 
and handsomest arcades or promenades in 
the south, which will accommodate large 
crowds. Then annexed will be the hall where 
the large and complete exhibition will take 
place. This hall will be the largest the 
association has ever seen and will be nearly 
600 feet long by more than 100 feet. wide. 
It will have over 40,000 square feet of floor- 
ing. In the very center of the immense 
hall will be one of the largest Corliss ‘en- 
gines ever brought south, which will be 
used as a power for the displays. 

Around the main building will be con- 
structed tracks for street cars on exhibi- 
tion and the man who visits the building 
and the grounds will have an opportunity 
of seeing every line of street railway. work 
and transportation known to the world. 
Mr. Hurt is now pushing the matter right 
along and will begin erecting the mam- 
moth building within the next lew days. 

The association is composed of the best 
and most energetic men in the country. 
Few people have any idea of the amount 
of money invested in street railroads in 
this country and the men who are handling 
them are among the most progressive and 
energetic the world knows.

In an old tumble down cottage hidden in 
a lonely copsewood, Samuel H. Cheek, 
the contractor, a fugitive from the law and 
the tortured slave of conscience, yesterday 
morning put an end to his life, which for 

ears has been a living life, a double life; 
“i to wife, to home, to honor, to chil- 
Teekaen there to escape prosecution on a 
trivial charge, he was driven to remorse for 
an ynsuspected crime that for years had 
remained undiscovered, and there alone, 
in the quiet of the woods, he shot himself 

h the heart. 
pei later he was found dying by his 
son. Two hours later he died at the Grady 
pospital. 

His tragic death revealed a dramatic 
story. replete with deception, devotion, du- 
plicity and love—a story that is like the 
product of some clever fictionist’s brain. 
Ordinary matter of fact life. but rarely 
develops such instances of long practiced 
deception and double living. 

The story unfolded by Cheek’s suicide ts 
ope covering a period of twelve years, and

between the first and last acts there is an 
interval of ten years. The tragedy ended 
with the killing of Cheek yesterday. 

Samuel H. Cheek was a contractor in 
fairly good circumstances and was about 
forty-two years old. He was a man of 
medium size, ruddy face, slight grayish 
mustache, shrewd looking eyes and a face 
that indicated the sharp trader. By nature 
he was good at driving a bargain, and 
through his gift in this direction and his 
thrift and economy he accumulated a com- 
petency for himself and family. He owned 
several houses and lots in the city and dia 
a thriving business as a builder and con- 
tractor. 

His home was at the corner of Garnett 
and South Pryor streets, a gloomy, two- 
story brick residence of old style architec- 
ture. Here he lived when at home with 
his wife and four or five children. 

Recently he has been in business at 
Macon- and has been at home but little. 
He came home Sunday for the first time 
in several days. He was called here by a 
case he had in court. Several months ago 
he had a negro arrested for stealing some 
building material from a house that he 
was putting up and his presence was re- 
quired in court to testify in the case. 

Leaves Home Monday Night. 

He left home Monday night under cir- 
cumstances that aroused the suspicions of 
his wife. His going away was the begin- 
hing of the ena. He came back but once, 
and then but for a few short moments. 
When he left the last time he told his wife 
that it was forever. She clung to him 
weeping, unwilling to believe that she was 
never to see him again. She did not even 
faintly suspect the terrible revelations that 
the next few hours were to bring her. 

Unknown to Mrs. Cheek, and unknown to 
any one save Cheek and his paramour, the 
unfortunate man was haunted by years 
of cruel deception and this thing of which 
his wife did not dream was to drive him 
to destruction. 

Twelve years ago Mr. Cheek and his wife 
lived at Suwanee, Ga., in happy circumstan- 
ces. Cheek was making his way in the 
World, and was respected by the people of 
the community. 
things occur in books, the Richmond and 
Danville train brought to the little depot 
at Suwanee a pretty, plump-cheeked, gold- 
en-haired maiden of sixteen, whose face

She wrote a letter to 
her husband immediately and asked him 
about it. He came home in a day or two 
and explained the matter satisfactorily.

His 
story was a most plausible one and his 
wife believed it confidently, dismissing it 
from her mind. 

As previously stated, Cheek came to At- 
lanta Sunday to look after a case in court. 
Late Monday afternoon he returned home 
and told his wife that the case had been 
dismissed and that the negro had sworn out 
a warrant against him. The warrant 
charged him with the stealing of some 
lumber. He expected*to be arrested at any 
time. He spent an hour looking for some 
receipts and went away. A few minutes 
after he left the bailiff came with a war- 
rant and searched the premises thoroughly, 
looking for the lumber. 

Mrs. Cheek Talks. : 

The strange, excited actions of her hus- 
band had roused Mrs. Cheek to the height 
of anxiety and expectancy.. She knew from 
his nervous manner that something more 
terrible than he had intimated to her was 
about to happen, yet she asked no question. 
Her devotion for him was complete; as she 
sobbed out her story of the terrible affair

The Members ot the Council Have Signed a 
Petition to Mr. Venableand He Does 
Not Know. What He Will Do. 


The announcement in The Constitution 
yesterday morning that Hon. W. H. Ven- 
able was going to resign frem the board of 
police commissioners create’ quite a stir 
throughout the city yesterday. 

About the city hall it was the only thing 
discussed during the day and the discus- 
sion took a wide field. 

Than Mr. Venable Atlanta has never had 
a more popular citizen or a more satisfac- 
tory officer, and when the people who are 
thrown daily in contact with him heard of 
his resignation now pending they showed 
their interest in the gentleman and their 
love for him by discussing the matter. Al- 
most to a man the resignation was re- 
gretted, but at the same time there were 
those wha, knowing the great pull on time 
the position takes, appreciated the motive 
of the gentleman in his determination to re- 
tire from the chair. 

No greater evidence of the confidence the 
people have in Mr. Venable could have 
been manifested than was shown in the 
efforts of his friends and admirers to pre- 
vent him from pulling out of the body. 
Throughout the day his telephone was ring- 
ing, and nearly every time the other end 
of the wire developed a friend or admirer, 
who urged the gentleman to withdraw his 
resignation and remain a member of the 
board. Bésides the telephone calls quite 
a number of the gentleman’s friends called 
upon him personally, requesting him to re- 
consijer his determination to withdraw 
from the board. To these appeals Mr. 
Venable was pleasant but non-committal. 
But the greatest car@ presented Mr. Ven- 
able was a paper signed by the members of 
the general council and some of the mem- 
bers of the board of police commissioners.

Then Captain English, chairman of the 
board, and Dr. R. D. Spalding, who has 
been~one of the most faithrul members of 
the board, and Mr. J.-C. A. Branan and 
Mr. George Johnson, the members-elect 
joined the ietter in a paragraph asking Mr. 
Venable not to resign. 

All of, this was complimentary to the 
commissioner and was highly appreciated 
by him. But whether or not it changed his 
mind no one can tell, as Mr. Venable is 
not of that communicative turn which al- 
lows others to know what he is thinking 
about. If asked about the matter, even 
by his closest friends, he would invariably 
assert that he had not made up his mind 
about it. He gave no one any idea of what 
he will do, and that may be due to the 
fact that he does not know just what he 
w.ll de in the matter. 

Mr. Venable’s friends all know that pleas- 
ant smile indicative of nothing he wears 
when he don’t want to inform the world of 
his intentions. That was the same smile 
he had yesterday when he was asked what 
he would do about the resignation, and 
beyond that smile all he would give any 
one was the plain declaration that time 
would show. A friend of the commissioner, 
however, and one who is pretty close to 
him, talked about the matter some and 
said: 

“I happen to know that Mr. Venable has 
more demands upon his time than he can 
accommodate and that he is, and has been 
anxious for a long time to get out of the 
police board. He knows that that depart- 
ment of the city government is in safe 
hands and ‘that his presence is not de-. 
manded. If he thought for a minute that 
the council wi*th éiected him to the place 
would suffer by his retirement he wauld 
not think of leaving ™. But he knows that 
the same good plan which was in play 
when he entered the board, in fact which 
has altvays been in play since Captain Eng- 
lish went in, still prevails. Then why should 
he remain? He appreciates the esteem 
shown him in the numerous demands which 
have been made by the people, both private 
and public, for him to remain in the board. 
He knows that the demands are based not 
only on the love the people have for him, 
but on the idea and knowledge that he has 
done good work for the city since he bas 
been on the board. Still even to his closest 
friends he does not say what he will do. 
His resignation has been written and it 
may go to the general council and it may 
be recalled. His best friends don’t know 
just what course it will take.’’
